SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The Court adjourned last evening to the week 


before the next June term, after an unusually 
long session of eight weeks in length. 
During 


the first two weeks the Court was held by Judge 
Tenney, and fie remainder of the term by C. 
J. Whitman. A very great amount of business 
has been transacted, and all the actions tried 
that were ready for trial, on the old docket, and 
some on the new. 
The docket of this Court is 


now reduced to a smallness of size which it has 
not before attained for several years, and there 
would seem to be little cause hereafter for com- 
plaint on account of delays of justice in it. 


The Court were engaged on Wednesday and 


yesterday in the trial of the cause Bangor vs. 
Brunswick, which was an action brought to re 
cover for supplies furnished to Win. S. Jones, 
as a pauper. The individual named, who has 
the misfortune to be thus thrust upon the atten- 
tion of the Court and public, is none other than 
that good humored, clever, ever-ready-to-do-a- 
job sort of a fellow, more generally known a- 


s mongst us by the cognomen of "Ceter P." 


This individual who has at times held the res 


ponsible part ofj'devil" to several of our broth 
er establishments, and a general caterer to the 
wants of all who had occasion for his ser- 
vices—has not unfrequently made his appear 
ance as a correspondent to the city press, and 
by his "notions" not unfrequently reminded us 
all of oiir duties and suggested hints for the ref- 
ormation of all inclined to take them. 


Owing to the pressure of circumstances this 


unfortunate has (quite unintentionally we mus 
believe) been taken to that abode of the unfor 
tunate—the city alms-house—where he has been 
happy to eat the bread of public charity unde 
the superintendance of the worthy keeper o 
that establishment. The Overseers, it seems

Upon this question much testimony was 


introduced, which had the effect so to confuse 
the jury that they were unable to agree upon a 
verdict; whereupon they were discharged, and 
one friend left in doubt as to where is his legal 
home.
